Many Still Speak Gaollc. 


A now appointment has been madefron 


Wntorford to tho chair of professor o 
Gaelic in Maynooth coHcRO, Ireland. Th 
new appointee isiv member of tlio Gaelic 
league of Dublin, and wa£ the first editor 
of The ArcliEBOlogioal Journal of Water- 
ford. The opinion is very general that 
Gaelic ia t\n extinct; language, or one near- 
ly extinct, and the labors of tiie Gaelic bo- 
cipty in New York to revive its USD have 
lout some color to that opinion. Never- 
theless, e,<t figures show, the Gaelic tongue 
is most tenacious, and, according to last 
reports, is snoken, though nqt exclusively, 
by 1,000,000 persons in tho British isles— 
600,000 in Ireland. 350,000 in Wales and 
£30,000 in Scotland. 


Though EcRiish is the official language 


of ail these countries, the popularity of 
English increases slowly despite the disad- 
vantage undur which those who use Gaelic 
labor—that of having no established gram- 
mar and no recognition in an official way. 
Gaelic fulfills ths colloquial requirements 
of the farmers and fishenuen in the coun- 
ties remote from tho large cities, some- 
what as the Basque language continues to 
be popular in tho northern provinces of 
Spain. 


In this country Gaelic baa rniide little 


headway, though many pntrlotio Irishmen 
have by various methods endeavored to 
acquaint others less patriotic with its ad- 
vantages. While the use of most Euro- 
pean languages hus about doubled in 7o 
years, five times n<i many persons speak 
English as did in 1820.—New York Sun.

DESTRUCTIVE FIRES. 


Secretary National Window Gla» Worker! 


Anderson, Ind., Dee. 28.—Advices 


from the election committee of the 
window glass workers' national elec- 
tion committee states that Paul St. 
I'«l*r of Jcanette, Pa., u elected 
national secretary. 


Senator Chandler Take* Inne with the 
^_ President Begardlng Hll Fairer. 


Washington, Pee. 28.—Senator Chan- 


dler of New Hampshire takes issue 
with President Cleveland as to the 
power vested in the president of the 
United States to alone recognize or not 
recognize the belligerency or independ- 
ence of a foreign country or a depend- 
ency of that country. He lines up on 
the side of Cuba, and in an interview, 
mado public to-day,'he takes strong 
grounds in favor of the rights of con- 
gress. Discussing the subject he says: 
"The new immigration law if it passes 
will require foreigners coming to live 
in this country to read and write as a 
test five lines of the United States con- 
stitution. There are certain five lines 
which eminent Spcnish-American law- 
yers ought to read. Section 8, aftei 
enumerating in 17 clauses the powers 
of congress, adds another as follows: 
" '18. To make all laws which shall be 
necessary and proper for carrying into 
execution the foregoifig1 powers, and 
all other powers vested by this consti- 
tution in the government of the United 
States or in any department or officer 
thereof.' A study of the above clause 
may lead some of the defiant advocates 
of an arrogant personal government at 
the executive mansion to revise their 
assertions. 


I>owe» E.ipreMly Given the President. 
"It is not contended that the above 


clause 18 gives congress power by law 
passed over a veto by a two-thirds 
vote to interfere with any power made 
exclusive in the president by express 
words or necessary implication. What 
are the powers expressly given to the 
president? 1—To command the army 
and navy. 2—To grant pardons. 
3— 


To make treaties (with the consent of 
the senate). 4—To appoint officers ol 
the United States. 
5—To convene 


congress and to adjourn it when the 
two houses disagree. 6—To receive 
ambassadors and other public minis- 
ters. 7—To tales care that the laws be 
faithfully executed. 
8—To commia 


sion officers of the United States. The 
above are all the powers granted. 
Compare them with the long list of 
powers given to congress, including 
that to declare war and to provide for 
the common defense and general wel- 
fare and e-iding with the power given 
in the above clause 18 to make all laws 
necessary and proper to carry into ex- 
ecution all the powers invested iu the 
government 'or in any department or 
office thereof.' 


Uli Acts Regulated by Caagrem. 


"The president may command the 


army and javy. Yes; but congress by 
larv may give him specific directions 
what to do with them, to use them in 
any particular direction, or not to use 
them at ali. lie may grant pardons. 
Yesj this is an exclusive and uncon- 
trollable power, but congress may by 
law open all prison doors and let the 
criminals go free. 
He may make 


treaties, with the consent of the senate, 
and they become law. Here is the 
only power to make law not vested in 
congress. He may appoint officers. 
Yes; but congress may create and 
abolish the offices, and regulate the 
power of appointment by civil service 
rules; he is to commission all officers, 
but he can commission only those who 
«-e appointed in pursuance of law. He 
is to receive the foreign ministers. 
Yes; but only ministers from countries 
which congress chooses to have recog- 
nized. If two governments are striv- 
ing for control of a country, congress 
may by law decide which government 
the United States will recognize, and 
the president is bound to obey the law 
and receive a minister from one govern- 
ment and refuse to receive a minister 
from another. 


Veto tho Remedy. 


"The idea that the president has 


the sole prerogative 
of deciding 


what government shall be recog- 
nized by thej United States, has 
no foundation whatever in any words 
to be seen in the constitution. 
The 


fact that the president has recognized 
new governments without 
congres- 


sional expression, when congress and 
the people have approved hi* action, is 
no proof whatever that when thoy dis- 
agree with him they cannot control 
him by law. He is their agent, and 
when he does what they want him tc 
do no law is needed. When he threat- 
ens to conduct himself 
otherwise, 


whether by action or non-action, the 
whole subject may be controlled by a 
law passed over a veto, under the am 
pie powers in congress, granted by sec- 
tion eight of article one of the consti- 
tution, which are not restricted not 
limited in this re.-,pecfc by any other 
clauses in the constitution. There is 
no escape for the advocates of mon- 
archical government in Washington 
from the provision of clause eighteen, 
section eight, article one.'' 


Mark Hanna's Plans. 


Clereland, Dec. 28.—The rumor that 


Mark Hanna is ill and will go to 
Thomasville, Ga.. to recruit is untrue. 
Mr. Hanna usually spends some time 
every winter at Thomasville, but lias 
made no plans thus far this winter to 
go south. He will leave Cleveland for 
Chicago on the evening of Jan. 10 to be 
present at the banquet of the Hamilton 
club on Jan. 11. He will return to 
Cleveland and some time during the 
month will probably make another 
trip to Washington. He has no defi- 
nite plans for going south.
